The party that oppeoseg Diax is com-
posed of the young men, whose educa-
tion and consequent interest In the gov-
ernment is the result of the schools
Diazx built. Their desire Is for greater
power in the munleipalities and this
will be glven them as soon as they
have shown themselves able to bear
the responsibilitles fncident to self
rule

“Concerning the revolutions them-
selves,” said the judge, “it is found
that they are uniformly local in scope

and actlon. The principal activities
have been in Chihuahua, and are the
outgrowth of long-standing digsatis-

faction with municipal conditions there.

“Lack of organization, of Jeadership
and money are the reasons why no
national revolution ecan take place.

It
is without a recognized head. The peo-
ple are waiting for a man who will car-
ry on Lhe government as Dias has
done.”

ICEBERGS.

How Those Found In the North At-
lantic Are Formed.

The distance covered by an iceberg
of the north Atlantic from the time
it is formed until it reaches the banks
is fully 2,500 miles. It may have been |
aflont for a year. exposad to wide |
changes of temperature, battered by |
fce floes, possibiy other bergs and1
ceaselessly washed by the waves. Yet
some of those seen 2000 miles south
of their starting point are unearly 300
feet in helght and truly of majestic
proportions, often 1,000 or more feet
in length, while it Is an established
sclentific fact that so mmch more of
the bulk is under water than is visible
that the largest bergs may extend int
the ocean to a depth of over half a
mile,

Their enormous size when ther be
come detached from the glaciers
proved by the observations of explor
ers mniong the Greenland coast. A fevr
years ago a berz was measured 2
nearly as possible aronnd the eodges
This distance was about five miles
It had several peaks estimated
range from 300 to 500 feet high. Judg
ing from it= appearance, it was n solld
mass that bad separated in ifs entirety
from the glacial edge of Greenland.

As arctic npavigators who venture
far porth often see n score or more ol
great bergs In a day, the trememious
glaclnl activity In this reglon ean be
appreciated, The majority of these |
that drift to the Grand banks come |
from Melville bay. Some of the (Ils-!
tinct glaciers that terminate the Green- |
land ice cap on thils coast extend nlong
it a distance of fully twenty-five miles.
